P IT T S B U R G H , Pa., Nov. f. 
T he re 
w ill be no walkout of the b ituminous 
miners of western Pen nsylvan ia until 
No v ember 12 or 1 4 , it was announced 
jvie-tt b efore noon 
taday following a 
secret meeting of Rob ert Gib b ons and 
o ther officials of district No. f>, United i 
Mine Worker** of America. 
It was a n ­ 
no unced that the men would c on t i n u e 1 
to wo rk until their next payday which 
is a week from this S atu rday in some! 
cases and 
the following Monday 
in I 
o ther instance« . 
T he only men who 
will be affected a re those employed 
at the mines w here the ‘’check-oil"' 
sy stem us ab olished. 
T he delay of the walk out of the 
m in e rs it was announce d was due to 
the desire on the part of the union« 
not to take hasty or a rb i tra ry action 
and to keep the men w orking at such 
mines us do not actually put the ab oli­ 
tion of the “ chec k-off” system 
into 
force. 
But where mines refuse to c n-j 
tinue the check-off it is expected the 
men will walk out as soon as their j 
pay envelopes show the check-off has j Sanuu 
actually b een ab olished. 
T he re a re 45,000 .mines in this dis- j 
triet. 
J u s t how man y will walk ou* 
if fhey do, is unc ertain, it was d e ­ 
clared b y union officials.
